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Providing a solidifiable material, and forming the 
solidifiable material, optionally in admixture with a 
diagnostic or therapeutic agent into a desired 
micro-perforator shape 
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Solidifying the solidifiable material such that the soUdified 
material in the desired micro-perforator shape has a plurality 
of pores that optionally comprise the diagnostic or 
therapeutic agent
